The two Ivanhoe reservoirs will hold 
more than 900,000,000 gallons, or suffi- 
cient to supply the city for three 
weeks if all other sources of supply 
were cut of. With this reserve, the 
danger of shortage in the dry season 
will be averted, and the Water Board 
will be relieved of much anxious worry. 
The winter surplus flow of the Los An- 
seles River is ample to fill the basins. 

Engineer Mutholiand says a simple 
earth dam would stand all right, but 
as the reservoir is in a situation that 
would make the remotest possibility of 
a break a menace to a large 
residence district, he has determined 
to put in a dam that cannot be broken 
by anything less than an earthquake 
erratic enough to stand it on end, /

NUISANCE FROM SEWAGE. 
— — 

Divers Examine Breaks in Outfall 

Tube and This Leads to Discussion 

Over Outcome of Problem of Car- 

rying Away the Sewer Contents. 

Citizen Opposes Move Indicated. 


OCEAN PARK, July 19.—The fact 
that divers in the employ of the Santa 
Monica Board of Trustees were busy 
today making an examination of the 
breaks in the outfall sewer pipe, that 
runs under the recreation pier at the 
foot of Pier avenue, caused Ocean Park 
people to sit up and take notice. They 
think they see in this inspect a pur- 
pose on the part of the Santa Monica 
Trustees to again utilize the ocean out- 
fall in disposing of the sewage of the 
city to the north. 2 
As one prominent South Santa 
Monica citizen expressed it: Santa 
Monica is going to attempt to f 
their sewage upon our beach. And w 
won't stand for it. We will resist the 
emptying of this matter into the sea. 
We will fight it through the courts. 
We will enjoin them from connecting 
the pipes in any manner. We helped 
them severe months ago to vote $100,- 
000 in bonds to build a septic sewer sys- 
tem, a garbage crematory and some 
other things. The bonds were sold 
several months ago and the money is 
rusting in the Mayor's bank, and now 
they are seeking to divert.the funds 
that were voted for a septic sewer sys- 
tem and us it in extending the outfall 
a distance of sixteen hundred feet into 
the sea. 

“We voted that money for a septic 

and if any effort is made to use 
it for any other purpose Santa Monica 
may rest assured we will enjoin the 
on that proposition.

HISTORY AT THE CASE. 
When the Ocean Park septic sewer 
system was completed Santa Monica 
began to use it. This was done because 
the outfall sewer was broken so near 
the shore that the burden of the outkfall 
was deposited on tue sandy shore. This 
arrangement was to continue until 
Santa Monica could arrange to handle 
her sewage in some manner that would 
not be either offensive or injurious. 
The septic system was adopted and the 
bond budget carfied an item of $50,000 
or this purpose. That was several 
months ago and the bonds have been 
sold and the money received. The 
money has been on hand for some time, 
but so far no definite arrangements have 
been made for the installation of the 
new uystem. Meanwhile, the Ocean 
Park tanks are rushed beyond their 
capacity.
